nees the evolutions, the school teacher took a
carbive belenging to Mr. Cleveland and began
with the manual. He had proceeded as far as
‘“take aim,” “fire,” when one of the boys guve
the command to fire, when he thoughtlessly, or
accidentally, let the hammer down full on the
nipple of the ﬁnn. when, to the terror of that
fated household, the plece wns discharged, the
ball going through the head of the youngest
son, Killing him Instantly, and then striking the
¢lder in the body, producing a morial wound,
as the eldest died about 10 o'clock this moruing:

It is underatood that Mr, Cleveland stated that
he had withdrawn the load from the gun, and it
i8 not a strange conjecture that the whole terrl-
ble calamity is the effect of carelessness. The
bereaved mother, Mrs. Annis, has the sympathy
of the entire community. She i a true woman,
and nobly deserves all praise and commendation
for the way in which she has, through her own
efforts, provided for her family. Bhe has achleved
o high soeial and religlous position inand among
the circle of her friends and acquaintances, by
her many virtoes, and a consistent, earnest life.
May the God of the afflicted comfort her.

APPALLING ACCIDENT,

A Man Liternilly '!'.r:.to Plecos by u Hevolving

The Chicago Postof December 25 gives the
following particulars of an awial affair in that

city;—

X terrible accident ocenrred between 4 and 5
o'clock fuler(luy afternoon, at the slaughter-
house of Shoeneman & Co. James Brown, an
Irishman, fortv-eight years old, was the vietim,
He was employed as engineer at the establish-
ment, and it is supposed that while he was In
the act of olling the machinery, an overcoat
which he wore became caught in the belting,
and he was drawn around with great velocity.
At the inquest this morning two men, named
John Undly and Miehael Holstein, testi-
fled that they were out in the yard, and
heard a nolse in the engine-room, On goling
into the room a horrible sight met their
ﬁue. Brown, caught upon the ‘f-ulley of the
fiy-wheel shaft, was being burled about imn a
terrible manner. At every revolution of the
wheel his legs came in contact with the ceiling
of the room, so that both limbs were literally
thrashed from his body, which was also torn to
pieces. Part of both legs were thrown out of a
window, the sill of which was struck each time
as the unfortunate man went round. It was but
the work of a moment to stop the engine, but
the poor fellow was quite dead. His clothes
were so tightly wound around the shaft that it
was necessary to cut them in order to take the
body down. Deceased leaves a wife and child.
It 18 but a short time since that an engineer was
burned to death in the same establishment, by
falling into a vat of hot lard. An employe who
attempted to save him was terribly burned in
the effort.

THE CORSAIR FLEET.

Thirteen of the Spanish Gunbonts Still Delayved

—Keported Lack of Men, Provislons, nnd

Water.

Thirteen of the thirty 8panish guuboats are
still lying at the New York Upper Quarauntine,
Among these s the commo&iuus frigate the
Isabel ln Catoliea, which, In slze, with her big
guns looking menacingly from her port holes
and deck, appears as though she might prove a
formidable foe on the water.

The oxtent of information oblained was that
the fleet will not eet sall untll after New Year's
at the earliest. The vessels of the fleet lie had-
dled pretty closely together, and, diminutive as
they are in size compared with the commodious
frigate, present the combined appearance of
quite. an extensive armads, and, with their
rakighly inclined smokestncks and masts, a par-
ticularly saucy one. On pearly all of them car-
penters and othors are still busy at work pufling
them in final readiness for sea.

Although on the Isabel In Catoliea it s given
out that the fleet will set saill just after New
Year's, the probability is, ns guthered from
other sources of Information, that it will be
some days later before they all et under way
for their destination. The chief obstacle at
presont in the way is sald to be lack of men.
All the men on the thirteen gunboats still de-
tained, it I8 sald, do not make up much more
than one third of the complement of
men required. In order to huorry
off the boats as fast as possible the full
quotas of a few of them are l}eim.’i filled, the re-
mainder, if posslble, to be obtalned by recrulting.
The necessary stock of provisions and also of
water, it 18 added, bas not yet been obtained.
Only officers are allowed to come uashore, and a
strict watch, it Ia reported, has to be kept on
the men to prevent desertion. Meantime all the
pretentious pomp and show of rigid nuval discl-
pline s kogt up to give imposing welght and
dignity to the flotilla.

‘TTe tears that are shed over his misfortunes
every day would float a navy; the dally ink that Is
lavished npen the lmning nl'F iz virtoes would noat
another one; and a4 month of the prayers that are
oftered for his lifeing up, If coneentrated upon the
world's dend, might precipitate the final resurrection.
We are hound ap, heart and soul, in onr Cnban
“patriot,”  We live but for him, we should dle If he
ware taken from us,  Dully we cry, “Holy, holy, holy,
and perfeot and beautiful, Is Heaven's beloved, the

Astounding Discoveries In the Russinn Bath—
What Ladies Bathe In—Rhe same Water
Used by All Castomers.

The publie who patronize Russian and Turkish
baths will donbtless be interested io the perusal
of the following documents that resalt from the
investigations of the officers of the New York
Board of Health. If the statements made be
true the patrons of the baths will in the future
give them a wide berth.

The attention of the Board of Health officers
was first called to their Irre;g{alnriuco by a eiti-
zemn, who addressed a note to Mr, Bown, of the
Bureau of Vital Statistles. That officer at once
addresged Mr. Norton, assistant to the Sanltary
Superintendent, as follows:—

The
overtflow syl waste-pipe are connected to the upper
tank in the yard, and so arranged that when the
bath overnows or the plug is drawn from the bottom,
the refuse or waste water flows into and fills the
upper tank In the yard, to the bottom of which
there are attached a pipe, ball, and ball fancet that
fllg the lower one from the upper one. From the
lower one there v a plpe connected to one of the
pumps, also & pipe from the pump o the bathing-
tub, to supply it from the tank when required, The
upper tank has an ovnrnuwﬁlpe connected to the
Btreet sowaer,so arranged that nli waste or refuse water
from the bath {8 discharged Into and Mmuast pass
through the overflow before It goes to the sewer.
Therefore, if any chemicals or medicines are used
in the process of the Ruossian bathing which are
heavier ihan water, they must fall to the bottom
and pass through the pipe and fancet into the lower
tank warm, whenee the water is pum to the bath-
Ing tub, Asto the effect of this on the human sys-
tem 1 most respectfully refer it to the medical de-

HARD TO KILL.

A Knife Plunged to the Hilt Through o Man’s
Temple—It Takes the Full Streugth of Five
Men to Extract It—-He Laughs nnd Jokes
Under the Operntion.

A row and remarkable case of stabbing took
place on Christmas, at 7 o'clock In the evening,
on Broadway, near Eighth street, in front of
Bloch's gecond-hand store.

“Well," said he, “Iain’t fit to dle. I'm too
Llg o slnner.”

While the surgeons were preparing to extract
the knife he kept opening and shutting the part
which stuck out of his head. *‘I just want to
peo how 1t feels. It don't hurt a bit, but it seems
like 1 had two heads. Well, an Irishman is hard
tokill, We're a tough set. Life sticks to us
mighty close.”

When the surgeons got ready for work, and
found il impossible to exiract the blado by
hand, they laid the man on & couch upon the
floor, and with the left side of his head nﬁlper-
most. Threemen with might and main held his
head down. The engineer brought his pipe
tongs in to grasp the hilt of the kmife. This
gave a sort of augur handle for the surgeon and
engineer to pull by, All things ready, the sur-
geon and engineer took hold each with both
handg, and tugging steadily with all their power,
against three puirs of hands holding the head
down, the knife came out with a jerk, thanks to
a rivet of good steel. Horgan bore It without
flinehing, exclaiming when the feat was accom-
plished, ‘‘Now my two heads have come to-
gether, and it feels good."”

The weapon was acommon two-bladed pocket-
knife, the blade used well worn. It penetrated
two and a half inches, The oplic unerve Is not
injured. It is thought that Horgan isin ne
danger; that, on the contrary, he will recover
without difficulty.

How the affair took place, why and who
drove that knife through Horgau's skull, is a
secret locked In his chest, and he refuses to sur-
render the keys. This much he reveals:—He
was drinklog and carmuln.g all Christmas with
a party. In the evening the party were In a
torensic mood. Wrath mingled in the discus-
sion. The logic of cold steel and mighty muscle
cut short the debate, closed i\, and broke up the
mnmhl’v.

OBITUARY,

Frederick 8. Uszzonn.

Frederiek Bwartwont Coszens, the author of
“The Bparrowgraes Papers,” died] at his resi-
dence In Brooklyn, last lmm‘la{. He was born
in New York on the 5th of March, 1818, and has
always lived in or near the city. Although en-
g‘agtd during most of his adult years in mercan-
tile pursuits, he spent most of his lelsure houra In
the pleasures of authorship, wrote for the Aniok-
erbocker during its best dl,r!.nud in 1858 collec ted
a volume of his contributions to that periodical
under the titie “Priematics, by Richard Hay-
warde.” To some of the earlier numbers of the
old gerles of Putnam’s Magazine, he pent the
famons “‘Sparrowgrass Papers” (reprinted in
book form ju 1850), which gave him a reputa-
tion ns one of the first American humorlsts of
bis day. Professlog to describe the misadven-
tures of a city man, who with wild and un-
{:rncllcnl views of rural life takes a villa on the

anks of the Hudson, the book struck the key-
note of very common experience, and became
the parent of whole broods of similar books and
[}cl'lndlcnl essays which soon drgve the really

\umorous Sparrowgrass out of fashion. Until
it was done to death by weak lmitators, Mr.
Cozzens' volume was a very notable literary
success. He published two years later n
pleasant volume of travel entitled “‘Acadia,
n Sojourn Among the Blue Noses." Mr.

Buot
the sudden shock, In my debilltated condition,
disqualitied me for thoe task, and has compelled
me to postpone it until my health is more fully
restored. You have left little to be done, but
there were certain professional qualities belong-
ing to Mr. Cellier which distinguished him and
made his walk and conduet an example that
cannot be too strongly lmpressed upon the
yvoung members of the rofesslon.
